Five Lanes Mean Left 
Turn Legal In Future 


Omaha University is going to have a new “front 
door’. This door will be a left turn lane, enabling west- 
bound motorists to make a left turn onto the OU campus 
at 60th and Dodge. 


There has been no front entrance to the campus for 
westbound traffic since the left turn lane at 60th and 
Dodge was closed three years ago. 


The possibility of a left turn lane arose when city 
engineers unveiled a plan to widen Dodge from four 
lanes to five lanes. The plan called for a widening of 
Dodge from 52nd to 69th. 


Both city and OU officials agreed that a left turn 
lane could be constructed at the time Dodge would be 
widened. 


The left turn lane was assured Thursday as the 
Board of Regents voted to give the city a strip of land 
18 feet wide from 60th to 64th. This strip of land was 
necessary in order that Dodge could be widened. 


The left turn lane is termed a “storage lane” by 
Clarence Lefler, head of OU’s Physical Plant department. 
The storage lane will be two lanes wide and will be capa- 
ble of handling 30 cars at a time. 

' “Traffic lights will be installed at 60th and Dodge 
to control the flow of traffic. “The only function of the 
storage lane will be to store up ears until the light 
changes”, said Lefler. 

Lefler estimated that eight cars making left turns 
will be able to go through the light in one cycle. He said 
that between 400-500 cars an hour will be able to go 
through the light.
